Klein, Nixon’s press director, 
said in a separate interview that 
Nixon can win on an early ballot 
withou t the help of the favorite 
sons, if they decide to hold ou t. 
He stru ck to his claim that the 
former vice president has abou t 
700 votes elsewhere, more than 
the necessary 667. 
Even with the help of a fa­ 
vorable national poll, Rockefel­ 
ler’s forces are battling u p hill 
to hold the line against a1 Nixon 
su rge on the first balot. Nixon 
himself has yet to decide wheth­ 
er to go all ou t on that initial 
test or wait for a second rou nd. 
Hall conceded that he has no 


firm commitments from either 
Romney or Rhodes, whose dele­ 
gations will poll a total of 106 
critical votes among the 1,333 to 
be cast when the nominating 
convention gets arou nd to its 
main bu siness next Wednesday 
night. 
John S. Andrews, Ohio state 
chairman, said in a statement 
that the Ohio delegation will re­

convention opens. He added that 
Rhodes’s name will be placed in 
nomination as the state’s favor­ 
ite son.

Gov e rnme nt Puts Pre s s ure on Ste e l Firms 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — In a 
major confrontation 
with 
the 
steel industry, President John­ 
son has authorized an effort to 
try to force a rollback of in­ 
creased steel prices by boycott­ 
ing firms who boost their costs. 
President Johnson Thursday 
told the Defense Department to 
avoid 
buying 
steel 
products 
from firms who put in major 
price increase. He said such 
general boosts could have "dire 
consequences” for the nation’s 
economy because of possible in­ 
flationary results. 
Defense Secretary Clark M. 
Clifford followed the President’s 
statement by directing his agen­ 
cy “ wherever possible to sh ift, 
orders for future deliveries of 
items of steel on which prices j 
have been raised to companies j 
which 
have 
not 
increased 


prices, if by doing so you can 
obtain the required product, on 
time, at a lower cost to the gov­ 
ernment.” 
The Pentagon took sdmilar ac­ 
tions in April 1962 and January 
1966 in efforts to force steel pro­ 
ducers to recant on announced 
price increases. This pressure 
contributed to the success of the 
efforts.

Rockefeller, Ju ly 11—A major 
task facing the next administra­ 
tion “ is to restore stable prices 
and a steady 
growth. .. The 
present leadership in Washing­ 
ton has lost its responsibility for 
fiscal integrity.” He said infla­ 
tionary pressures resulting from 
a $20-billion federal government 
deficit have reduced the buying 
power of persons of fixed in­ 
comes.

Government Puts Pressure on Steel Firms 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In a 
major confrontation with the 
steel industry, President John­ 
son has authorized an effort to 
try to force a rollback of in­ 
creased steel prices by boycott­ 
ing firms who boost their costs. 
President Johnson Thursday 
told the Defense Department to 
avoid 
buying 
steel 
products 
from firms who put in major 
price increase. He said such 
general boosts could have “dire 
consequences” for the nation’s 
economy because of possible in­ 
flationary results. 
Defense Secretary Clark M. 
Clifford followed the President’s 
statement by directing Iris agen­ 
cy “wherever possible to shift 
orders for future deliveries of 
items of steel on which prices 
have been raised to companies 
which 
have 
not 
increased 


prices, if by doing so you can 
obtain the required product, on 
time, at a lower cost to tile gov­ 
ernment.”

Circleville, Ohio 
August 4, 1914 


Aug. 4. 1914. No date in history 
touches the heart with a deeper sad­ 
ness. On that day began the first 
holocaust of this century, and although 
the facts have been raked over a 
thousand times and more, men still 
probe 
the 
wounds, 
haunted by 
a 
“Why?” whose answer eludes them. 
None, save those who lived in the 
sunshine of the pre-1914 world, can 
strike the sad contrast between those 
days and these. Perhaps it is as the 
aged Talleyrand said of pre-French 
Revolutionary days: ‘‘Those who did 
not live before 1789 can never know 
what happiness means.” 
A half century of peace and progress, 
of tolerance, in a word, of civilization, 
ended on that day in 1914. In four 
savage years, a generation such as the 
Western 
world 
had never 
before 
produced, 
perished before 
machine 
guns and artillery on the blood-soaked 
soil of northern France. 
In retrospect, the generation of 1914 
shines with a knightly patriotism, a 
selfless will to serve and sacrifice that 
contrasts sharply with the standards 
of today, which too often are shoddy 
and selfish. 
The carnage of the battlefield, the 
ruthlessness of death which spared 


Laff-A-Day 
standards and treasures of civilization, 
quenched the patriotic idealism that 
had been bred in sunnier days. 
The poets expressed the joy of 
sacrifice 
and 
the 
slow 
rotting of 
idealism in the midst of slaughter and 
agony that seemed without end. 
In the early days of the war, Rupert 
Brooke, who was to die in active service 
in 1915, sang his tribute to the dead 
of his generation who had so joyfully 
offered life in defense of the world 
which it knew and cherished. 
Three years later, another young poet 
of genius, Wilfred Owen, himself soon 
to 
perish in 
the holocaust, 
wrote 
somberly of a war which had become, 
not a knightly crusade, but a jugger­ 
naut which destroyed the bodies and 
souls of men. 
Yet the “why” of it still haunts. 
Historians may present the facts, but 
yet unanswered is the question why 
mankind so stubbornly and ruthlessly 
destroyed a world so patiently built 
by its forebears. 
And part of the haunting is a yearning 
to find a road back to a world in which 
there was — or so it seems to many 
— more kindliness, tolerance and in-

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s program to put 
500,000 hard-core unemployed to 
work is off to a slow start, say 
project officials, partly because 
employers demand too many 
skills and the unemployed want 
too much money. 
The program, operated by the 
National Alliance of Business­ 
men, has received thousands of 
pledges of jobs from industry, 
but it is having trouble filling 
the openings. 
NAB adm inistrators in IO ma­ 
jor cities covered in an Asso­ 
ciated Press survey agreed that 
job pledges far exceed place­ 
ments, although officials in only 
four of the IO could provide ex­ 
act figures. 
In those four—Newark, Cleve­ 
land, Chicago and Pittsburgh— 
pledges totaled 21,477 and jobs 
filled added up to 766. 
Nonetheless, 
officials 
ex­ 
pressed confidence that the joint 
government-industry 
venture 
eventually 
will succeed. Jack 
McGowen, NAB director in San 
Francisco, put it this way: “ It 
is a little too early to judge the 
long-range effect, but we are en­ 
couraged by what we consider a 
newly aroused section of public 
conscience. We are optimistic.”
